Several  cases  of  Impetigo  Contagiosa,  Scabies  and  Lice 
were  imported  with  the  evacuated  children. 

This  entailed  the  establishment  of  a  treatment  centre 
as  obviously  these  children  could  not  be  allowed  to  sit 
in  the  different  Doctor’s  waiting  rooms  and  infect 
clean  children.  The  Revd  Canon  South  Phillips  kindly 
placed  the  Eynesbury  Church  Room  at  my  disposal  and 
Miss  Sibley  S.R.N  dealt  with  the  situation  in  a  most 
admirable  manner  -  thanks  to  her  care  only  a  few 
residents  became  infected. 

Otherwise  the  district  has  been  remarkably  free  from 

infection. 

Section  B.  No  change. 

Section  D.  Housing.  The  usual  number  of  inspections  have 

been  made.  Owing  to  the  War  it  has  been  necessary  to  be 
more  lenient  about  repairs  etc. 

Section  E.  All  cattle  both  from  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts 
are  now  slaughtered  at  Eynesbury.  Strict  supervision  is 
daily  carried  out  by  the  Meat  Inspector  Mr  J  Bishop 
Young,  F.R.C.V.S  who  also  keeps  an  eye  on  the  now 
unused  slaughter  houses. 

Section  F.  No  unusual  increase  of  infectious  disease  has 
occurred  in  spite  of  the  influx  of  evacuated  persons. 

In  December  I  immunised  314  resident  children  against 
Diphtheria  and  during  January  (  1940  )  52  evacuated 
children.  This  means  that  more  than  60  $  of  the 
resident  children  under  ten  years  of  age  are  immunised. 

I  used  Burroughs  &  Wellcome ’ s  Diphtheria  Prophylactic 
A.P.T,  In  no  case  was  there  any  undue  reaction  or 
”  Malaise  ”.  The  total  cost  was  approximately  one 
shilling  and  eightpence  for  each  child.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION.  During  the  year  I  immunised  366  children 
in  the  schools.  Children  under  school  age  are  immunised  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Clinic  by  the  County  Council  Authority.  I  estimate 
that  about  75$  of  the  children  in  the  Urban  District  are  now 
immunised  against  Diphtheria. 

TYPHOID  IMMUNISATION. -  No  children  or  other  persons  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  be  immunised  against  Typhoid. 


LABORATORY  SERVICE.  The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
at  Cambridge  has  proved  a  great  boon. 


MEAT  INSPECTION.  The  Inspector  Mr.  Bishop  Young  F.R.C.V.S.  is 
carrying  on  most  useful  work.  He  reports  on  the  31.3.40 
"I  beg  to  report  that  since  January  15th  the  day  the  Government 
took  over  the  slaughter  of  animals  for  food  and  food  control,  daily 
inspections  have  been  made  of  the  carcases  etc.  slaughtered  at  the 
Eynesbury  Depot  controlled  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  also  frozen  and 
imported  meat  and  the  animals  sent  in  with  a  certificate  for 
emergency  slaughter. 

All  condemned  meat  (carcases,  organs,  pieces  etc)  is  taken  over  by 
the  Manager  who  receives  the  condemned  note,  he  then  instructs  the 
Government  Contractor  to  remove  it  for  destruction. 

The  work  at  this  depot  is  well  done  by  a  staff  of  six  capable 
slaughtermen  supervised  by  the  manager.  The  Government  supply  a 
checkweighman,  clerk  and  wholesale  representative. 

The  Depot  is  suitable  for  the  work,  which  increases  daily. 

Much  slaughtering  is  done  beyond  the  .requirements  of  St.Neots  Urban 
or  Rural  butchers.  The  surplus  goes  to  other  centres,  or  into  the 
wholesale  trade  or  meat  factories. 

The  slaughter  houses  in  the  town  are  visited  from  time  to  time,  I 
have  detected  no  evidence  of  illicit  slaughtering. 

My  grateful  thanks  to  Mr. Phillips  for  his  willing  and  practical 
assistance  during  my  illness.'’ 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  was  9786. 
The  amount  of  meat  condemned  varies  from  210  lbs.  to  2799  lbs. 
in  one  month.
